The Display One of the Finest
Ever Made in the City,

Descriptions of the Floats,

Special to the 8k Lonis Globa-1Yamocrat,
Negw Onueans, La, February 20
To-day was tho great day of the carnival,
and from morning until night, and far
into the night, the city has been the
noene of extraordinary bustle and activ-
ity., Caual stroot was partioulirly resort-
ed to, and it was finally crowded with
people of all sorta, colors and conditions,
from eurb to curb and from wall to wall
of the entire 2256 foot of its width. The
baleoniea that line bLoth sides of the
stroet, rising on tiers one nbove the oth-
or almost to the roofa of the houses, were
loaded with people, many of them Indies
in brilliant toilets, The weathor was
superb, the sky bright and the air as
warm and balmy as in May in the
Middle atates, the thermometer
atanding at 70 © at 2 o'dock in the
afternoon. It is not an exsggeration to
say that from one of the lady-laden bal-
conies that overlooked Canal atreet there
were in the range of vision 50,000 poo-
ple. About 11 o'clock the fantastically
costumed outriders of Rex heralded the
approach of the groat procession, which,
assembling the combined strength of four
associations, with their moving socenes
and panoramic views of their subjects,
sacred, herole, romantic and humorous,
extended for miles in length, mustering
100 cars of scenie illustrations, HOO
horees and 2,000 raen.  There wore fully
a score of brass bands dispersed at inter-
vals in the moving eslumn,

THE FPAGEANT.

First in the procession came the pa-
geant of Rex, in which the monarch of
mummery and mims appears personating
Svlomon, the sage of the cast: Israel's
yreatost king appeared in royal state
seated on an clevated throne borne on a
car of great magniticence. The car and
the support to the throne were decorated
with gold work and painted panels em-
bossed with gems. Beneath a canopy of
gay design was seated the king, in a chair
inlaid with gold and ivory, and cushioned
with crimson cloth. The royal attire
was as rich as that of Solomon in all his
glory. His robe was of brocaded silk,
richly embroidered with gold; his ample
cloak, of moire antique, with golden bor-
der and tassels; his stockinga and gloves
of silk, his shoes of gold eloth; his girdle
woven of gold thread; his glittering
crown was studded with the richest gems
and around his neck waes a necklace of
pearls and sparkling jewels. A lion
crouched at the monarch’sa feet. A series
of ancient Iamps or censers on slender
pillars ran wround the oval periphery of
the car, with festoons of flowers batween
Two harpers and horn blowers holding
those instruments and dressed in the
pintureaque Jewish garb, occupied the
space in front of the throne, and hehind
were stationed three Israchts soldiers, in
martial array und armed with long spears
and broad bucklers. The car was drawn
by six horses, and at the sides, in fronr
and rear, walked thirty slaves in parti.
colored tunics and horned helmets and
caps after the Egyptian fashion.

Borne on a yguily decorated car and
preceding the king, was the gigantie
“Bieuf Gras,” a superb specimen of the
bovine species. This lordly bull wns
decked with garlands and atteuded by
four Egyptian slaughterers in the cus-
tume of that country,

FOLLOWING THE KINaG.

In the train of the king were twenty
cars, gorgeously hued and profusely
gilded, bearing artistic tableaux represont-
ing the history of the Semitic races, in-
cluding Phoenicians, Hebrews, Arabians,
Asiatics, and inhabitants of cortain por-
tions of Africa. Nemarkable events or
scenca in the history of these people
wera caosen for illustrations, and the
wenlth of the royal treasury was drawn
upon to provide the most costly cos-
tumes and appointments for the pageant

The first scene presented Nimrod, the
mighty hunter against the Lurd. Next
appeared the astrological Temple of
Ashur, dedicated to the uses of astrona-
my and divination, Queen Semiramis
followed, with her suite. Ninyas, the
Oriental voluptuary, surrounded by his
harem of besutiful women, came. The
burning of Sardan Apalus in his palace,
with his drunken lords and wanton beau.
ties, made a fine scene.

Nebuchadnezzor in his glory, ordering
the adoration of his golden ilnage, aud
the great, king eating grass with the
beasts of the fidllin his humiliation,
mude three fine tableaus,

The fall of Bahylon, the swallowing up
of the hosts of Pharonh m the Red sea,
Bamson overthrowing the palace of his
Philistiue wnsters, King David receiving
tribute from the vassal nations, Solo-
mon's grand temple. thy Phoenician col-
onista in Fuogland, Hanniba! erossing the
Alps with his army and elephants, the
Fire Worshiers, Mahomet and his ful-
lowers, the Unliph Horoun Al Ractud at
Bagdad, the Arabs in Span and the par-
adise of Mahomet made up the great il-
lustrations of the Semirtic races,

THE BRIDE OF REX,

The gentle and lovely young girl whom
Rex had chosen for his queen was Miss
Annie Howard, daughter of Mr. Charles
T. Howard, the Louisiana lottery king.
The ynung queen’s manner was very gri-
cious and dignitied, and charmed all be-
holders, The costume worn by the queen
was exosedingly rich and beautiful, but
of o magnificence nol inappropriate to
the youthfulness of the wearer. The
dress was made of white duchess satin
with a rounded train of not extravagant
length. Into the center of the train was
set a large fan pleating of white satin.
The train was finished around the edge
with Natalie ruching of heavy white gros
grain silk pinked out at the edyes,
The side breadths of the skirt were
made in lengthwise plaitings of
the watin, fioished at the Dot-
tom of the skirt in a narrow rutling.
The front of the skirt was covered with
deep flounces of aatin, over which were
laid Hounces of exquisite hand-made lace,
richly aud elsborately embroidered in
gold thread. The **Natalie' corsage wus
square in the neck, short of sleeve, and
richly trimined in fichu shape, with gold
embroidered luce, A rull of white satin,
lined with point d'Alencon, was fasteuud
upon the nock, and resched to the point
of the corsage in front, Over this rch
dress of yellow gold and white satin ws
worn & court train, or court mantle, of
white brosade, the wide lips of the lilly
in the design being outlined with
gold  thresds.

THE NIGHT DISILAY,

About 8 o'clock in the evening the
streets were again filled with people and
the great thoroughfares blazed with all
the brilliance that numerous electric
lights and gas jets innumerable could im-
part, whilo a vision was presented of an-
cient Treland, exhibited on twenty-one
cars and presenting vivid and benautiful
soenes from the history of Ancient Erin
The details are beyond inumeration, but
the ensemble was magnificent. Afverthe
processions had loft the stroet the grand
ball of Rex, at Artillory lall, was the
Mecea of every pilgrim fortunate enough
to possess the requisite bit of gld-
ed pasteboard. Tne vast nall, $00
feet deep and 120 feet wide, and was
soon filled with gnests, wiio numbered
thousands. The throne-room at the fur-
ther end was fitted up to represent a syl-
van glade.

“That was a little the toughest ride |
over had,” said Judge John Coulter to a

Wo
had a double seated sleigh, and it slipped
over the two or three inches of snow
with an eane and lightneaa that was
cheering and invigorating,. The sky
was clear and the atmosphere was ex-
coedingly pleasant, Up to 11 o'clock did
this enjoyable and desirable weather laat
This was last M nday,

At that hour there was a change, 1
have heard of changes, and sudden
changes, but the change that struck us
while on those sand hills was the most
extenaive change in the same length of
time that evor came under my observa.
